tailer ot° second-hand goods — as one who 
tries to pass off old lamps for new, who 
oflera stale facts, "which every school-boy 
knows," as the latest discoveries made by 
the great leaders in the world of mind — 
all to get for yourself the kudos which 
belongs to the chosen vessel of commit- 
nicatioc. 


Sometimes yon are snubbed by a dead

What you have said is not worth the 
trouble even of a reply, still less of con- 
tradiction. 


tVe do not answer the cat when she 


mews, nor think it always necessary to 
convince our Po.lly that crying "Go to 
bed Jack !" :it noon is a futile exhorta- 
tion.- You rank no higher than the cat 
or the parrot, and what you have just 
said bears no more weight than the mew 
of. the one, the prate of the other. And 
as you cun not talk with no one to listen 
anil no one to reply, the snub does its 
.vorlc, and you are wounded aa it was 
meant you should be. 


And 'sometimes you are snubbed by 


direct and uncompromising contradic- 
tion. It may be very nicely pat if your 
enemy be well-bred, or it will be brutal- 
ly anil rudely flung in your face if he or 
she he ill-piHiinered. 
Whether nicely 


put or rudely flung, you are contradicted 
all the same— beaten back by the surg- 
iiii v»»ve« which sweep your own strand 
kirt^but bring no substitute for that 
wltiuli ihey take away. 


Ciiusin-iKTiiiiin to the snub of silence' 


is that of ostentatiously changing the 
con venation.

You 
really are too impracticable, they seem 
to sify. ' There is no modus vivendi pos- 
sible 'with yon; you. have never learned 
to run curricle, nor to fall into step; and 
the only way to trea't you is to change 
front rapidly and leave you planted in 
your isolation. 
They mast prove to you 


that they are not with you, though they 
are 'too kind and well bred to say so 
openly. Hence they snub you with a 
courteous smile, as their sole reply to 
what you have said, and immediately 
upeii 'another topic of conversation, 
miles away from that which you had 
begun.

To-day tho total number of 
students is only 399, of whom 14 are 
resident graduates arid 60 are ladies, 
while tho Frebhniau class numbers 
only 124. There were no resident 
graduates ten jears ago, and no 
lady studeuts, so that comparatively 
we have only 325 students no\\, at> 
against 609 in 1870-71, or a little 
more than one-half as many. Tuition 
here for a four yean' course in any 
department is only 1300, or $25 per 
term, while from each Assembly 


ibtrict in this state one student 
ach year has the right to attend 
ree of all tuition. About 100 stu 
ents of the 389 are of this latter 
lass. Of Assembly districts there 
ire 128 in the state, and if they all 
ent one student each year there 
vould be 512 state students at Cor- 
ell, instead of 100—more by 113 
lan the total number of students.
